But few people realize or stop to 
consider the exacting duties of a mo­ 
torman on our si reel. ears. He must 
ever be watchful and on the alert to 
avoid accidents. 
There are times 
whqn his duty is nerve wracking in 
the extreme. It is really remarkable 
that there are not. more aecidt Is. 
Occasionally a little nerve and quek 
headwork on the part of the mo or- 
man averts an accident which might 
cost several lives. 


In some respects n motorman in a 
cily th«' 
of Dixon has more to 
contend with than an operator in the 
big eiti«’s. The average motorman in 
our city has many friends and • ac­ 
quaintances. They frequently board 
a car on the front end and enter in­ 
to a conversation with the motorman 
Each car contains a notice “ Don't 
talk to motorman.” which is gener­ 
ally disregarded. 
If the motorman 
talks to his friends he disobeys or­ 
ders from the company and cannot 
do his duty. Fn the other haq^ if he 
merely answers “ Yes” or “ No” or 
declines to talk at all. his friends 
often take offense because of his ap­ 
parent coldness. 


In short, if the motorman strictly 
obeys orders he loses friends and if 
he «1 isobeys orders 1m does so at the 
risk of human life and danger of los­ 
ing his job. 
Another noticeable fact is that the 
very people who disobey the rules of 
the company ami talk to the motor­ 
man ;ir(. the 
to complain ami 
censure the mo to aim an if he approach 
rs a crossing without sounding the 
hell, or if the ear strikes or narrow­ 
ly misses a dog or other animal. 


Many of the small and some of the 
serious accidents have been dim in­ 
directly to tin* public. The motor­ 
man may turn his head an instant 
to converse with a friend hut in that 
space of time a horse* may become 
frightcned and turn onto the track 
oi a child may dash in front of the 
car. When the motorman faces to (hr* 
front it may be too late to stop the 
«•ar, The resultant accident is charg­ 
ed t«» negligence on the part of the 
motorman. Of course in such cases 
the motorman is prim arily in 
the 
wrong and deserves* dismissal but in 
th«* newspaper accounts 
you read 
nothing about the motorman’? friend 
who talked to him and drew his at­ 
tention from his business. If the mo­ 
torman had strictly obeyed orders 
his talkative friends would doubtless 
have been “ sore” because of the so- 
called shabby treatment 
accorded 
them by tho motorman. 


However, the fact remains that the 
motorman disobeyed orders and de­ 
serves dismissal, but 
most 
of the 
motonnen are good follows and err 
unconsciously when addr<*ssed 
by 
friend 
The public will confer a fa­ 
vor on the motorman and reduce the 
number of accidents by obeying the 
ruling of the street railw ay company 
indicated by the sign “ Do not talk to 


motorman.”

Three hours’ 
cooking at the sim m ering point did not 
soften and d isin tegrate the cellulose of 
b eans the a uthor considers 
neither 
palatab le nor digestib le. 
The hard er the water* in which b eans 
are cooked for ¡1 given length of time, 
the im » re un palatab le and indigestib le 
tin* b eans, and more protein lost in 
cooking.. 
Beans cooked In water* * oftened b y 
b oiling have, the a uthor 
states, 
a 
much m ore appetizing appearance than 
those cooked in w ater softened b y b ak­ 
ing 
oda. 
They keep their shape b et­ 
ter and only very slightly color y el­ 
low. 
T hey are also m ore mealy and 
” would therefore b e most dig* ¡tib ie, 
as the saliva could m ost easily mix 
with the particles of the b ean.” 
In tests which were un dertaken to 
learn 
the b est 
m ethods of cooking 
strong-sm elling vegetab les to secure a 
palatab le product and to avoid odors 
in the house, was found that when 
the vegetab les were cooked b y sim ­ 
mering 
in 
a close-covered 
pot 
less 
steam 
was formed than 
when they 
were b oiled 
vigorously , and of this 
little escaped into the 1*00111. and con­ 
sequently there was less odor notice­ 
ab le than under the othe r experim ent­ 
al conditions. 
Vegetab le« cooked b y 
sim m ering in a covered po¡ had also 
a much b etter color than the others. 
The b est results were ob tained when 
« alt was added b efore sub stance w¡is 
dissolved out 
when salt 
w ater 
was 
used, b ut as the author notes, “ we do
